" 
Inability tc understand the mental attitude oithe working class, 


, that is, the ciap -. who earn their livelihood by manual labor, is Bryan's 
' greatest shortcoming. In common with a great many other loose 


thinkers he has looked upon the workingman as a radical. A greater 
mistake could hardly be made. The artisan is by nature and habif of 
mind a conservative; if conditions are satisfactory to him he is in 
favor of maintaining them, is opposed to innovation and experiment. 


" He objects to < hange unless things are at such a pass, that he feels 


no change can be for the worse. 


This fact las not only been abundantly demonstrated in our 


own country but has been the universal experience in European 
countries, wheie the mass of the people exercise the franchise. 
In 


England the Conservatives have alway. relied upon the laboring 


' men of the cit es and the rural 
landowners for the 
retention- of 


political supremacy. 
The manufacturers and middle class people 


-have furnished the strength of the Liberal party save in periods of 
depression and popular discontent due to idleness and 
privation. 


Then the work.ngmen vote the Liberal ticket and turn the Conser- 
vatives out of rower. But when trade and industry are prosperous, 
and there is work and fair wages for all who to.l nobody except 
doctrinaries and chronic agitators desire to ovcrthiow the existing 
order 
Neither the working farmers nor the mechanics are students 


of political phi osophy and economics. They care nothing ior ab- 
stractions. Good wages and steady work appeal to them more than 
the scntimcnta ittes of politics. They oppose change unless their 
condition is ve> y bad. 
Mr Bryan hat, mistaken the clamor of the agitators for the voice 


of the workmsmen. While the agitators are noisy they are not 


-numerous. The gteat body of workingmen are not 
addicted to 


" talking loudly or making a fuss in politics; particularly is this so 


when they are employed and receding fair wages which enable them 
to support thci- families in comfoit. By no means do the men who 
aspire to Icaclei ship in their organizations speak for them as a body 
or control their political preferences. This was illustrated by the 
returns in this county. Bryan's total vote in Alameda county fell 
several thousat d votes short of the membership in the labor unions. 


In truth, 
he laboring men dreaded a change that promised 


them more ininediate hardship. The last dozen years have been a 
golden age fot them. While the 
situation during the 
last few 


months has no been so ideal as compared with the period immedi- 
ately anterior, t is, still satisfactory and is steadily improving Had 
conditions been retrogressing instead of amending the workingmen 
would have bi en more discontented and less opposed to change 
Their feeling m this respect was- shared by the small tradesmen 
and farmers, « ho are always distrustful of experiments in public 
policy which vill disorder the existing financial and industrial sys- 
tem, even if they do not permanently derange it. 


Mr. Bryan has not understood the workingmen's temper nor 


his mode of reasoning. 
He has displayed the same misconception 


with regard to the farmer. He sprang into prominence when the 
^arme'rs of the West were in poverty and distress, when wages were 
low and vast n timbers of workingmen were hungry and out of work. 
He found these elements oE the population eager and responsive 
listeners to his theories and his appeals. 
He failed utterly to real- 


ize that altered conditions have completely changed the political view- 
point of these wo classes. The farmer wlith money in the bank and 
a ready market at good prices for his produce is not a discon- 
tented person. 
The artisan who has rfady employment at high 


wages is in an ideal position from a certain standpoint. Both work- 
ingman and farmer, being by nature conservatives, will, as a rule, 
vote to let we 1 enough alone. They did so yesterday, hence Mr. 
Bryan's third overthrow. Being an idealist, a doctrinaire and an en- 
thusiast, he has failed to take into account the first law of human 
nature—that i'., he has never learned the first lesson in practical 
statesmanshio.

Railroad Bu ilding in 
Northern California. 


Railroad building in California is now nearly, if not wholly, 


confined to the northern h.ilf of the State. 
The two chief enter- 


prises are those being carried out by the Western Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific companies. 
The former is, of course, pushing 


the construction of its main line between Oakland and Salt Lake 
City as fast as men and materials can be utilized. The road has 
been built and is in operation for a distance of about one hundred 
and fifty miles west of Salt Lake and most of the roadbed through 
Nevada has been grade d. The western end of the line from Bridge 
Creek twenty-five mil«-s northeast of 
Oroville will 
probably be 


open to traffic within tvvo months. Passenger trains have been run- 
ning regularly for scvei al weeks past between Marysville and Bridge 
Creek. All that remains to do to close the gap between tidewater 
in this city and Mary villc is the completion of a few minor gaps 
in the trackage. The Salt Lake and California divisions will not be 
joined for another yea^ owing to the heavy tunneling work in the 
Sierras. 


Recently the Sienan cut-off on the Central Pacific was begun 


by the Southern Pacific engineers. This is one of the biggest pro- 
jects undertaken by the Southern Pacific in the bettei ment of its 
system, as it involves the piercing of the Sierras between Donnor 
Lake and the western slope of the range about five miles long, 10 
cut down the grades of the summit about 1500 feet and do away 
with most of the present forty 
miles of snowsheds which are a 


source of heavy expense to the company and- a constant menace 
to traffic. 


The late Henry A. Butters was maturing ambitious plans befoie 


his recent death for the extension of the Northern Electric railway 
system which may nov' be abandoned. It is understood that one of 
his plans was to extend the road from Stockton to Oakland, as the 
enterprise north of that city had proved to be a very profitable en- 
terprise. In all probal ility the Southern Pacific will make a strong 
effort to get control oi the road, as it has. been cutting heavily into 
that corporation's business since it has been in operation. 


Near the Oregon t order the Southern Pacific has two important 


railroad projects well in hand, one of which is the tapping of the 
Klamath basin and the opening up of Eastern Oregon and creating 
a new route to Portland to avoid the heavy grades across the Siski- 
yous. The other is t ie construction of a line from ( hico across 
country to Goose Lak<' valley, a rich farming and stock-raising ter- 
ritory in Southeastern Oregon. 


Napa, Mcndocino and Lake counties are also to be the scene of 


considerable electric riilway aclivitv at an early day.

An order for the shipment to Lon- 
don of 2000 bales of V\ hcatlancl hops is now being filled. The ship- 
ment is peculiarly interesting to all California hop-growers, because 
much of the crop of last year, as well as that recently harvested, 
is still on their hands. But the shipment of hops to England is very 
much on a par with th3 shipment of coal to Newcastle.

Technique Is the Result of Prolonged 
Practice—Lucid Exposition of Ski I! 


and Training With Comment.

As tho bl liordlst progresses and lie 


&as commen< ed to comprehend tho cause 
and observe the effect, ho finds a multl- 
Jtude of posit ons; a dlfferont stroke, with 
different 
twl^t from what we. will call 
normal. Is re quired to place tho balls In 
a position fo-.- several succeeding counts. 
Bhots of thi j character may bo 
called 


technical in nature and thrre really ox- 
Ists no posillon but .what can call Into 
play this finer mode of execution. 


In this re ;ard the play may bo said 


to liken Itsc f 10 music. 
The notes are 


there, and c-'en an indifferent playoi can 
strike them; but let the at list strllrc the 
name notes md he calls from his being 
that wfilch brings forth entirely differ- 
ent effect. 
That delicacy In pianissimo 
that loud colling in forte inrl effect in 
every note Is technique and loqun-os of 
the musician the same regard and care 
us it does t < > the bllllaidlst in the finer 
execution of his dlffcicnt shots. 
CONCENTRATION DEMANDED. 


It also req llrea the deepest concentra- 


tion on the ->art of the player. Ill* en- 
tire being: o- mind must he in perfect 
sympathy wl .h his efforts, (o enable him 
to do that Thloh he essays to do. Let 
his mind wa.'er but for an instant ftom 
its work of :he moment and drift away 
to other things, and the result Is Imme- 
diately shown in Its effect on the stroke 
and execution. 
There arc no half-way 
ineasures In perfect 
billiards. 
It re- 


quires all th it the player possesses and 
Infinitely more than most players pos- 
sess to do that they would accomplish 
Such players 
then, in whom the power 


of absolute < oncentrntlon is lacking can 
nevor becorm firti.ttg in the j^ame. 
BRAIN AND HAND CLOSELY ALLIED. 


We can sci from this how closeiy al- 


lied tho brain anj thought power Is to 
the game of billiards. 
Thinking power- 


fully and rapidly and with the ability 
to do physlco lly what the brain demands, 
Is the secret of technical billiards. 
This 
physical proc iss comes from training and 
while it req .ilres many hours of hard 
work. Is really the simplest part of the 
game. But t le mind must command, and 
when a shot lies before thn player It must 
direct the pi ly and the stroke falls ac- 
cordingly. 
SHOTS IN VARIOUS WAYS. 
There- are very few shots that cannot 


be made In teveral different ways. 
Like 


nicest control of nerves Is required. This 
leads to absolute control of the muscles 
Involved and tho result Is carried to tho 
completed shot 
If from lack of practice 


or control of muscle the balls fall to do 
the bidding of tho mind, then tho pKiyor 
goes, back to first principles and regains 
his stroke and then, with that accom- 
plished, ho can depend upon technique 
to carry on the work. 
THE EASY SHOT. 


In watching great players at work, the 


novice is often times surprised at th 
method Involved in a shot. 
Tt looks s 
easy another way. 
In all probability It 
was. 
Yet the novice could not see that 


by dropping the cue ball In a certain po- 
sition or by counting on a certain part 
of the second object ball that a position 
occurs that ho dreamed not of. 
Or by 


using a dead ball' stroke the cue ball 
crawls while the driven ball fairly sings 
af. It rolls, ilnally to land as tho striker 
desired and tho cue ball and object ball 
In perfect position for a continuation. 
This is technique and the deepest part of 
billiards; so deep, in fact, that only the 
closest application for a long period may 
dig out the Ideas involved and execute 


j them. 
For once the idea, then tho exo- 


' cutlon is comparatively easy, and each 


new idea Is acquired with lers and less 
difficulty until the broad panorama of the.
